Peter hauing thus conltanilp diſpoſed his Eftate amongſt his Childzen and Grand-Childzen, during all the time he entoyed his perfect Judgement, Memozie, and Un: 

|eritanding, at length, thzough much Sickneſſe and Did Age,he grew very infirme in his 28ody, ſubiec to a Palſey, weake in his Underſtanding, and ſhozt of Pemozie,

Foz reliefe hercin, a Bill was exhivi:e> in Chancerie : and vpon full Hearing of the Caule, it appeared by p2oofe, that Peter Bland was ſo weake inhis Pemozte 
and Underſtanding ſome peeres befoze his death, and during che time, the ſaidlalt men-toned Will and Tonuepances were by L ownes dzawne from him, that hee knew

Accuain:ance were called ta them, The Wiitinxs were ſent and re:urned from Lownes yiz Touncell ſeale3 vp, his owne Wan not permitted to ſee them, 

There is no pzoofe read at the hearing, that Pet:r zSlan) found any fault wich any the Bequelts hee had made in his perfect Underſtanding : ©} that hee veclarev 
any inten:ioftto adumnce Lownes wich any conſi>eravle part of his Eſtate : Dz tha: chere was any Diſcon:eac bezweene Pecer Bland anvany his Childzen, after the 
Cxt3 WHEL made Anno 1622, D} that Peter Bland gaue any inifrunions fox thoſe great alterattons in the diſpoſition of his Eſtare, 

LZut it is p20ued, chat Peter 15land erpzeſſed much gricfe, when he heard whar he had done, ſaying, Lowaes and Yoſkins had couſened him : and chat Lownes 
bzagged of the good vayes wozke he had made, when he got theſe Allurances, 

And it alſo appeared by p2oofc, thar the pzetenvev Conſiderations exp2eſſed in the Articles paſſed betweene him and Lownes, were not valuable : and that the 
Lents of the ſaid Laws, and Jn:ereft of x 150, pounds, remapning in his hands, of Þcxer Blandz, were ſufficient, 8s Lownes himſelfe bzagged, to pay the 310, 
yo.ands Annuitie to Peter 15land darinx his lifz, and che 2450, pounds payable afc2r his deach,the ſame being payable to Childzen at their full Age,oz Barriages :

The Court,vpon conſideration of all the ptemiſſes, was ſatiſfied, that the benefit revoun>ing to Lownes by che ſaid Will «nd Aſſurances in queſtion, was dzawne 
from Peter 15land im hig weakeneſle, being a paraleticke man, and wichout ruſt conſiderazion, and that that which the ſaid Lownes had gotten from him , was copruptly 
capued again{t Peter lands intention, which appeared to haue euer beene to aduance his Childzen and Grand-Thilvzen,till he was \o wzought vpon by Lownes in his 
weakcneſſe, and chat howſoruer the Tourt woulv no: declare the ſaid TUi11l and Aſſurances tn queſtion to te void in Law, as made by a man of Non ſau ememorte, becauſe 
men of weake memotie may make Wills,and viſpoſe their Eſtate to Chilvdzen, pe: when thep make TU ills to diſherice Yeires without apparant cauſe, here is a moze 
perfect and ſound diſpoſing memozie required : ZTherefoze ſo much thereof ag was cozruptly and vuduly dzawne from him by pzacniſe aud circumuention ought to be 
made void in equitie, viz. againlt Lownes.,

made out. of the ſamc, and the Duer*plus of the ſaid Lanvs to roe io theſe tro whom the ſame ſhould of Kight belong, viz. if the ſaiv Coprupe Will hav 
noz becnge, Fe4 . 


L ownes refuſech to perfozme the Decree,and ſtanveth out all Pzoceſſe of Contempt, 


It is now therefoze p2ayed, tha: the (uid Decree may be confirmed by authozitie of Parliament, And that if Lownes, and his Co-feoffe2s in truſt fox him, ſhall not 
within chzec moneths afver the end of chis Scſſion of Parliament aſſure the ſaw Lands, accowing to the Decree, diſcharged of all Jncumbzancez made ſichence P zocellc 
Cerued vpon them, that then the ſaiv thzce of the Sixe Clarkes,and their Yeires,fhall ſtand and be ſcized thereof in Fee, viſcta"7ev of all luch 3ncumbzznces;to che vies 
and incents limitted in the Decree,
